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Times are 

changing 



n the 90's, when I started to work in this field, I personally witnessed the creation 
of the first forms of tattoo associations. In reality, especially in Italy, these 
associations didn't work as they were supposed to for various reasons. First of all, 

internal conflicts and problems. Often famous tattooists demanded a decision- 
making power different from the newcomers. Secondly, even the unpleasant 
tendency of considering the association as a sort of trade union category useful to create 
a sort of monopoly and increase their profits to the detriment of others. 




Of course, this wasn't true for everybody. There were also tattooists that worked seriously 
and tried to organize good associations, but often after years they left because after such 
hard work they obtained no recognition whatsoever if not criticism and complaints. 



At the time (end of the 90's) I opposed all forms of associations because — perhaps I was 
a bit naive - 1 believed tattoo was the maximum expression of individual freedom; tying 
it down to regulations would have been a sort of contradiction in terms. I often heard 
people criticize tattooists who worked out of their home but I thought (with a certain dose 
of romantic idealism) to the sailors who got tattooed during their long journeys, or friends, 
who developed this passion for tattoos and started tattooing one another. The idea of 
"association" was to me only an oppressive way to block the younger tattooists and to keep 
the older ones in their position with their privileges. 

I especially considered the desire of some to turn to national and European governments 
and institutions very dangerous. They were asking for regulations and laws that could lock 
the world of tattoo in a precise legal cage, but I am convinced that often lawmakers, when 
they decide to make new laws, do not really take into account the suggestions of a small 
group of people, even though they are top experts in their field. Demagogy and contingent 
electoral interests can deviate the intentions of who is responsible for approving new laws 
in one which is the exact opposite of the purposes for which those laws were requested. 



Fifteen years have gone by and the situation has changed enormously in Europe. Nowadays, 
tattoo art has spread to levels that were unimaginable just a few years ago and of course 
all European governments have noticed this. These governments more or less urgently are 
all thinking and drawing up a series of laws to regulate the sector both at community level 
and state and/or local level. Often, lawmakers don't even know the reality of the tattoo 
world, its needs and regulations that should assure a correct procedure for the safety of 
the customer. Just think that in Milan, Italy, where I live, starting from next November 
every tattoo studio will have to hire a beautician as technical chief of the studio. This law 
was initially drawn up for massage centers (that often have nothing therapeutic about 
them) but — since they were at it -they thought it would be a good idea to include also 
tanning centers and tattoo studios, as if they were the same thing... 



At the moment, courses (also paid by tattooists) are being organized where, between 
teachers of a certain level, there are also people whose pieces would never ever end up 
on these pages because the work is so poor in quality. And these people do not only teach 
young tattooists but also professional artists who have been working with tattoo 
art for over twenty years. Moreover, there are also retailers who taking advantage of legal 
confusion, try in every way possible to "certify" their materials to gain a certain position 
of monopoly in the market. 



And what should tattooists do? In most cases they just stand by and watch. For this 
reason, I believe that today it is necessary for national associations to gather together 
at community level. There must be reference groups that can interact with the various 
governments and community institutions, and not just passively accept their decisions, that 
often do not even reflect the reality of this world. There are people that really believe in 
this possibility such as Tin Tin in Paris, Franco Cecconi in Rome, Dot in Germany etc... but 
to lead and operate an association first of all there must be the money, lawyers, secretaries 
and especially everybody must set aside personal and childish feelings. If the tattooist do 
not come together to try to form a single voice, by the time they realize where their lack of 
courage in expressing their opinions has brought them, it will be too late.

Japan that show its real 
side, made of temples, 
works of art, but also the 
faces of ordinary people 
and images of nature, so 
important in the artistic 
representations and even 
in tattoo. And most of 
all what emerges is the 
deep spiritual tradition 
that is at the base of 
irezumi and that in the Zen philosophy 
finds its roots. Hence, the title of the 
book, because the word Kokoro [heart] 
and the ideogram it is made of becomes 
the symbol and ideal representation. A 
word that is linked to the Zen world which 
is always present in the mind of every 
Japanese man, linked to martial arts, 
the sense of courage and of Japanese 
art. A world with which every day a man 
in Japan has to confront himself, and 
to which Horiyoshi himself is devoted 
to, piece after piece, with patience and 
respect for what was done before him. 
"What the book tries to do, however, is to 
present this art form and the environment 
from which it emanates by means of a 
new, visual approach designed not only 

for tattoo artists and 
their clients but for 
all people interested 
in integrating East 
Asian lifestyles and 
philosophies into their 
own. In a series of 
images focusing on 
the work and daily life 
of the master, it seeks 
to capture some of 
the treasures and 
some of the essence 
of this traditional 
trade, which uses the 
body as its canvas. 
In particular it aims 
to give the viewer a 
sense of the Zen- 
based spirit of kokoro 
from which the true 
nature and practice of 
irezumi derive. 
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n Michigan, at the end of 
February it is still very cold.

Once 
again, Detroit welcomed 
everybody in its usual 
warm manner, filled with passion for 
genuine ink organizing the 16th tattoo 
convention. The convention here 
is called Annual Motor City Tattoo 
Expo as a tribute of course to the real 
American automobile industry. 



The location, also in 201 1 , was 
the (highly) appreciated and large 
Renaissance Center-Mariott Hotel. 
A large area of 7 skyscrapers (!!!) 
architecturally connected one with 
the other. In a specific area of the 
Renaissance center, a Large number 
of visitors crowded the halls from 
early February 25, and walked non- 
stop through the booths with the idea 
of getting tattooed (for those who 
were lucky enough...) or observing up 
close (sometimes the line was even 
meters long in the most crowded 
booths!) the over two hundred 
tattooists at the convention. 



Among some of the finest artists 
at this 201 1 edition we just have 
to mention the great Bob Tyrrell 
who entertained the visitors with 
his incredible horror-dependent 
works. Of all the styles represented 
in the Motor-City we must say that

OW OLD ARE YOU, 
AND HOW LONG

I'm 29 years old, and 



was born and raised 



in Connecticut, USA. A few years 
ago I moved to Austin, Texas, and in 
2011 



reached my 1 0-year tattooing 
milestone. 



I've had a Lifelong interest in art, 
and a lifelong urge to express 
myself creatively, through images 
and words. During my teenage 
years, tattooing caught my attention 
because it seemed like a perfect 
way to combine my artistic creativity 
with my rebellious, countercultural 
attitude, in addition to being a fun 
way to make money. I admired the

lifestyle freedom and status that the 
local tattooers seemed to possess, 
and disillusioned with my sheltered 
suburban upbringing, I sought an 
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apprenticeship from the age of 16 
As I've grown older, my original 
rebellion has greatly evolved into 
a more mature approach to living 
"against the grain", and I don't 
think tattoos are very rebellious 
anymore, everyone has them, 
but that sort of attitude and 
energy was a large part of my 
original curiosity. 



HOW DID YOU LEARN TO TATTOO ? 

After trying to find an apprenticeship at 
local tattoo shops as a teenager, by age 
18 I finally found a local tattooer named 
Mark Savaikis who was willing to teach 
me, in return for cash payment and 
working at his shop. So I paid the money, 
scrubbed tubes and swept floors, and 
learned all the basic skills of tattooing 
over a 6-month period. Then I did my first 



tattoo, practiced on my friends for a 
few more months, and then quickly 
began tattooing real customers. 
After 6 more months of walk-in 
tattooing, I moved to a more custom 
art-oriented studio called Darkside 
Tattoo, where I continued to learn 
some more advanced aspects of 
tattooing by observing the guys there, 
like Lou Jacque, Eric Merrill, Julio 
Rodriguez, Sean O'Hara, Anthony 
Plaza, and Joe Capobianco. 



DID YOU ATTEND A SPECIAL ART 
SCHOOL ? 

After graduating from grade school, 
where I attended special arts 
programs for creative students, 
immediately enrolled in a local art 
college in Connecticut. I studied art at 
this school for 1.5 years until I landed 
my tattoo apprenticeship. Soon 
after beginning my apprenticeship, 
dropped out of art school to focus on 
learning tattooing full-time. Over the 
years, I've continued my art education 
on my own, without college. I still 
take art classes whenever I can to 
keep my mind and my skills sharp, 
but I've never completed my original 
college degree program. 



WHO ARE THE TATTOO MASTERS 
THAT INFLUENCE YOUR ART ? 

Throughout my career, the tattooing 
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of Guy Aitchison has been a profound 
influence on my approach to the craft, 
and the technical process of tattooing. 
Of course there have been many other 
influences along the way, such as the 
old Darkside crew, Paul Booth and 
the original Last Rites crew, the Kern 
brothers, and many of the friends I've 
made like Adrian Dominic, Sean Zee, 
Jeff Ensminger. 



YOU'VE SPENT SOME TIME WITH 
GUY AITCHISON. IN MANY WAYS, 
HE HAS INSPIRED A MODERN-DAY 
TATTOO REVOLUTION. HOW HAS 
THIS AFFECTED YOU ? 
Part of my early tattoo learning 
was buying a copy of the original 
notebook-format of Guy's book, 
"Reinventing The Tattoo." I spent 
many intense hours reading and 
studying this book as a young tattooer, 
and it sparked my imagination, 
opening me up to the possibilities 
of the tattoo art form. I channeled 
this creative energy into developing 
the style and techniques I use today. 
Studying Guy's tattoos, and getting 
tattooed by him (and Paul Booth, at 



the same time) early in my career 
gave me the courage to experiment, 
so I started thinking of new ideas to 
try on skin, such as pixelated tattoos, 
halftone printing dots, water and 
fire that looked like they were in 
motion, and photographic effects like 
focus and blur, and lens flares. After 
several more years, Guy caught notice 
of my improving work, and eventually 
invited me to collaborate with him on 
a tattoo project. This was a full sleeve 
on the amazing tattooer, Carson 
Hill. Since that time we have also 
collaborated on some paintings, and 
in 2010 my tattooing career came full 
circle when Guy asked me to tattoo 
him. He and I have many similar 
attitudes towards life, society, and 
politics, as well as sharing a strong 
work ethic, so this helped form a good 
artistic relationship between us. 



POLITICS SEEM TO BE VERY 
IMPORTANT IN YOUR LIFE. 
FOR EXAMPLE, YOU'RE 
STRAIGHTEDGE, YOU SPEAK OUT 
REGARDING ANIMAL RIGHTS AND 
ENVIRONMENTAL ISSUES, YOU'VE 



MADE A POSTER FOR THE ANTI- 
CAPITALIST EVENT BUY NOTHING 
DAY. CAN YOU TELL US ABOUT 
YOUR PERSONAL ENGAGEMENT? 

Politics are indeed very important in 
my life, but I'd like to clarify the word 
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politics" because in my country, 
the normal use of that word has 
a very negative meaning for most 
people. To me, politics doesn't refer 
to elections and politicians and 
government, it refers to a wider sense 
of awareness and caring involvement 
in one's community, the world, social 
circles, and culture; essentially, 
knowing what's happening around 
you and realizing the effects of your 
thoughts, actions, and decisions. This 
conscious, actively engaged approach 
to life is what I mean by politics, 
and for me, it has its foundation in 
a sober, drug-free lifestyle. Since 
grew up involved in the punk rock/ 
hardcore music scene, I adopted the 
label "Straight Edge" which refers 
to this way of living and originates 
from song lyrics by the hardcore 
punk band Minor Threat. However, 
to me Straight Edge is just a sub 
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cultural label that refers to the 
deeper practice of striving to live 
with extreme mental clarity, focus, 
awareness, and self-respect or self- 
love. We do this by abstaining from 
intoxication, addictive substances, 
and confronting our own impulsive 
behaviors. Upon this solid foundation, 



it's possible to engage in all sorts of 
personal health practices, lifestyles, 
and spiritual or worldly pursuits with 
a higher degree of effectiveness and 
receptivity. It allows a person to be 
more in tune with consequences 
and perceptive of injustice and the 
suffering of others. So of course, 
in this modern world that has been 
turned upside down and heavily 
damaged by ruthless capitalism and 



corporate greed, if we care to look 
we can see many people, societies, 
cultures, and non-human life forms 
that are suffering or being exploited. 
Logically, next comes the question 
"what can I do about it?". And I think 
most answers are valid, just as 
long as we are trying with sincere 
intentions, to do something, no matter 
how small. In my life, this means 
speaking out whenever I'm given the

chance to have an audience, such as 
with this interview, or on my website, 

or in my interactions with friends 
and family. I also donate money and 
time to various causes that inspire 
me. But the most important thing for 
me, is to make sure I'm living well, 
treating myself, my relationships, 
and my surroundings with care and 
compassion and always remaining 
open-minded so I can keep learning 



and improving. I try to "be the change 
I want to see." If I had to make a short 
list of the most influential forces that 
have shaped my life experience, it 
would be: art, hardcore/punk/D.I.Y. 
ethic, anarchism, indigenous cultures, 
nature, and natural health, meditation 
and Buddhist teachings/philosophy, 
the principles of Choice Theory and 
Non-Violent Communication (NVC). 
Without going into long explanations 



of each, I'll just say that they all 
interact and blend together to give 
my life value, meaning, truth, and 
purpose. Because of them, I choose 
a different lifestyle than the dominant 
Western, capitalist/consumer lifestyle 
that surrounds me. Anyone who is 
interested in learning more about the 
things in the list above can do some

PAINTING IS ALSO IMPORTANT 
IN YOUR LIFE: CAN YOU TELL US 
MORE ABOUT YOUR LAST BOOK, 
"SHARP-FOCUS REALISM IN OIL". 

After approximately 8 years of 
developing my painting skills and 
knowledge on my own, in addition 
to my tattooing skills, I started 
to realize the many connections 
between the two artistic mediums 
that were of extreme benefit to my 
overall progression as an artist, 
experienced firsthand how important 
it is as a tattooer to practice art in 
other mediums in order to build 
your skills and avoid stagnation. So 



began to formulate the ideas for a 
painting seminar, to help advance 
the artistry of the tattoo community, 
after being asked to teach a class 
at the Hell City Tattoo Festival here 
in the USA, around 2007. I focused 
my 3-hour seminar on the basics of 
oil painting, such as materials and 
supplies, archival techniques, and 
then progressing into more advanced 
special effects techniques such as 
layering and glazing, to achieve 
convincing realism with oil paint. 
The class was aimed at people who 
already have some experience with 
either tattooing or oil painting, or 
both, as well as basic art knowledge 
of things like color theory, form, and 
light. In addition to the seminar, 
wrote a short booklet explaining all of 
the concepts, which every participant 
received as part of the course. This 
booklet, combined with teaching 
the seminar over the last few years, 
inspired me to expand the original 
material into a much more thorough 
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130-page full size, 
hardcover book. This 
was published through 
Guy Aitchison's Proton 
Press, and released in 
November 2010. This 
book covers all of the 
information I teach 
in my seminar, and 
much more. It also 
features many full 
color reproductions of 
many of my paintings 
from the last 1 years, 
so it's great for art 
collectors, not just 
aspiring oil painters 
ortattooers. Anyone 
can order a copy of the 
book through www.

Finnish that made

enthusiasts! Original and creative 
works of art are displayed along 
the halls and the machines start 
to tick away inside the booths. The 
temperature rises, burlesque shows 
take the stage and the first contests 
draw the attention of the visitors. 
In the booths, many tattooists are 
busy working the day away: the 
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Finnish Leena Lumilampi, with a 
very female new-school universe; 
the Russian Katerina Milly of Bunker 

Tattoo, whose hyper-realistic flower 
compositions are really original (she 
won the Best of Day on Friday) and the 
French artist Van's (Tattoo Passion, 
Thonon, France), really popular 
among Finnish visitors who lined up to 
get her elegant and female designs! 




As for the men, the star was without 
any doubt the Spanish artist Maximo 
Lutz, who won Best of Day on both 
Saturday and Sunday with hyper- 
realistic pieces with skulls. There was 
also space for more contemporary 
stuff: the Japanese Takami was 
overwhelmed with solidarity by all 
fellow tatooists after the terrible 
disaster that hit Japan on March 



1 1 . All visitors stood one minute in 
silence, and an auction was organized 
to help the people of Japan. 




Finding yourself in the middle of a 
convention surrounded by the surreal 
silence of the people and machines 
was amazing: kudos to the organizers 
for this idea and also to the artists 
and visitors for taking part in such 
an initiative. Other fine artists at the 
convention included Avishai Tene 
of Ink Junkies, with his excellent 
Japanese style creations. Great times 
also for Kups (Fat Caps Tattoo, Caen, 
France), who almost won the Best 
of Day on Sunday with a very colored 
skull, based on a watercolor that he 
painted on Friday afternoon. An artist 
to keep an eye on who will certainly 
surprise us in the next few years! 



As for the atmosphere, the Helsinki 
convention was pretty friendly: it's a 
place you can visit with your family, 
the organizers do a great job and the 
people really love the colored world of 
tattoos. But Finnish are very strict on 
certain things: the convention never 
stays open overtime, even if there 
are artists still ticking away on their 
machine when it is time to shut down! 
The security guys ask everybody to 
shut off the machines and given the 
size of those Vikings, nobody even 
tries to discuss the issue! No big 
deal: a bit of restriction can only do a 
convention good, from time to time! 
The tattooists and the organizers left 
the convention with a smile on their 
faces: the artists at the convention 
worked for the entire event and 
the visitors were really satisfied. In 
short: a convention to discover, not to 
mention Helsinki which is a great city, 
well worth the trip. Think about it for 
next year's 2012 edition!

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pin-up girl Pageant. Sabina 
Kelley was one of the 

members of the jury. 



The artists were able 
to offer their talent for a 
good cause: the works 
made by art fusion were 
sold at a public auction, 
just as the skateboards 
decorated by the tattooists. 
The proceeds of the 
event were donated to the 
Children's Cancer hospital. 
Probably we Europeans 
have a way of getting 
everywhere, we have great 
conventions all throughout 
our Continent, maybe 

even too many lust 

think that in Australia, a 
country bigger than all 
of Europe, there are only 
three conventions a year! 
Anyway in Sidney you could 
really feel the excitement 
of who was waiting for 
this event for a whole 
year, like a kid waiting for 
Christmas; personally 
saw customers leaving with 
two or three tattoos from 
the convention and I hadn't 
been so excited in years... 
From Italy besides me there were 
also Sabrina Ink Lady, Enrico Ristori 
of Indian Tattoo plus Andrea, Bruno 
and Giorgio of Pure Morning. There 
was also Laura Scotton even though 
where she comes from is more and 
more. ..a mystery! 



Obviously, there were lots of Asian 
artists: from the colored and eccentric 
Night Action Tattoo Crew of Taiwan 
(and it's basically impossible to name 
them...) to Hsu of Lion King Tattoo 
passing from Yang, Hua and Ching 
of East Tattoo without forgetting the 



fantastic Sabado, Horitaka, Horitsuna 

and, Last but not Least, the eccentric 
Kowhey. Of course the finest artists 
were there too Chad Koeoplinger of 
New York Adorned, and then, Mike 
De Vries, Byron Drechslers, Mick 
Squires, Jason Stewart, Steve Soto of 
Goodfellas, Daniel Norin from faraway 
Stockholm and Swahili Bob's Tattoo, 
Craigy Lee, the beautiful and talented 
Jo Harrison, the Spanish Laura 
Juan and from Belgium the amazing 
Vincent Houquet of Beautiful Freak 
Tattoo. A curiosity: there were no 
representatives from Polynesia but 
there were lots of artists from New 
Zealand, even though not typically 
Maori as we could expect in a place 
like this. And it is also difficult to 
name one without risking to forget 
somebody else, but what surprised 
me more was finding out how many 
unknown artists (at least for me) did 
some amazing tattoos, especially 
among the Australian artists. 
Thanks to the incredible racial and 
cultural variety of the territory, the 
Australian artists created an artistic 
mix that was really inspiring!

Art Tattoo, by Phil Kyle (along with 
Inma) of Magnum Opus Tattoo, 
Deno of Circus Tattoo and Seth 
Ciferri. Real explosions of color 
came from Joe Capobianco of Hope 
Galery while the Canadian Safwan 
of Imago Studio surprised all the 
participants of the Ink Festival 
with his amazing skulls, filled with 
pathos, elegance and intensity. 
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Also the realistic style stood out in 
Copenhagen thanks to the works

Hay Tattoos, Jo Harrison of Modern 
Body Art and of the super precise 
Andy Engel of Andy's Tattoo & 
Piercing Studio, who just published 
a great didactic DVD. Even the 
German couple Volko and Simone 
of the Buena Vista Tattoo Club were 
buzzing away with their machines 
working on their very personal style 
that they call "Realistic Trash Polka 
And the Japanese influences? Well, 
talking about Japanese artists, we 
must mention the great Henning 



The same goes for the Chicano style 
properly represented by Boog and 
Carlos Torres whereas the tribal 
style was simply enhanced and 
enriched by the pieces of the New 
Zealand artist Brent McCown of 
Tattoo Tatau and another master, the 
Danish Jorgen Kristansen of Mj0lner 
Tattoo who is also an expert of the 
symbols of the ancient Viking and 
Nordic tradition in general. 
All in all, the Copenhagen Ink 
Festival exceeded all expectations 
and everybody is already waiting 
for the 2010 edition.

CLAUDIA TELL US ABOUT HOW THE IDEA FOR 
THIS EXHIBITION DEDICATED TO TATTOO 
ART CAME ABOUT FOR A "TRADITIONAL" ART 
GALLERY SUCH AS LONDON MILES GALLERY. 

One day last year, the guys from the 
Jolie Rouge studio and I decided 
to go see an exhibition in a new 
gallery here in London that 
Lord, the apprentice, had 
heard about. The exhibit 
presented the works of 
over 40 artists from 
all over the world, 
mostly of the new low 
brow art movement. 
London Miles, the 
name of the gallery, 
Westbourne 
studios the 
location. As we 
reached this 
historical area of 
London, between 
Portobello road and 
Westbourne park, 
we found ourselves in 
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front of an enormous purple building 
that was partly built under a bridge. A 
bit uncertain we walked in and we found 
ourselves in an entrance hall with tall 
ceilings and internal balconies with pam 
trees more than 3 meters tall. In this 
vast space, where a group of people 
was sitting on comfortable leather 
sofas holding an auction and others 
were drinking coffee in the lounge bar 
restaurant, here was the exhibition. 
Forty paintings hanging from 
walls and pillars in the 
center of the space 



decorated and defined 
the central space 
of the great 
entrance hall. 
The works of 
art included 



some of the 
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most important artists of 
the moment... I was simply 
amazed by the space and 
quality and originality of 
the works. Right then Tina 
the curator of the gallery 
approached us attracted by 
a group of people wearing 
tattoos that often didn't even 
enter the gallery. The first impression 
was positive for both and we immediately 
went to her office where dozens of other 

fantastic works were hanging 
from the walls. We 
spoke about tattoo art 
and Tina expressed 
her interest in 
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organizing an 
exhibition on tattoo 
art. I immediately offered 
to help, mostly because 
of my strong interest 
for art in general, and 
secondly because the 
idea was linked to 
the tattoo world. 
From then on 
Tina and I spoke 
frequently and we 
started to outline the 



idea for the exhibition in the 
following months. 



WHICH LAYOUT HAVE YOU COME UP 
WITH FOR THIS EXHIBIT? 

Tina right from the beginning wanted 
to show a large number of visitors the 
different aspect of the tattoo world, from 
the social-cultural background of the 
tattooists, to the aspects closer to the 
skills needed to do this job seriously. We 
worked on it together and in a couple of 
hours we decided to dedicate a section 
of the exhibition to photos that could 
outline the social environment of the 
artists, another section dedicated to 
works made by artists, not tattooists, but 
based on tattoo imaginary. 



AND HOW WAS THE PART 
DEDICATED TO TATTOOISTS 
ORGANIZED? 

First of all I tried to explain to Tina how 
many different possibilities and styles 
we had to cover to offer a thorough 
presentation and how important it 
was to make people understand how 
stylistically art on skin had precise rules 
that were different from art on canvas. 
So we decided to leave the tattooists 
free to choose between: simply creating 
a painting for the exhibition; producing 
a painting that would then be tattooed 




following the various steps - from the 
initial idea, with preparatory sketches, to 
the stencils used to transfer the image 
on skin, to the photos of the freehand 
drawing on skin, up to the creation of the 
tattoo -; as third option, tattooists could 
choose to create a completely different 
painting from the tattoo presented 
through the different phases of the 
painting itself. 



HOW DID YOU CHOOSE THE 
ARTISTS? m< 
This was the most difficult part for me. 
I wanted the final result to give as much 
as possible the idea of the variety and 
broadness of styles and genres, showing 
at the same time top quality and 
absolutely original works. Tina took care 
of the artists and photographers 
and I drew up the list of tattooists, 
that was then approved by Tina. 
According to the availability of the 
people we contacted we were able to 
have some very unique artists and it 
was amazing to see works fly in from 
all corners of the world.

THE OPENING 
TOOK PLACE 
AT THE END OF FEBRUARY, 
RIGHT? 

Yes, exactly, Tina found the 
name for the exhibition and 
worked non-stop to organize 
the opening party. Charissa 
Gregson, one of the artists 
that works with us at the Jolie 
Rouge, tattooed live for three 
hours in a studio specifically 
created in the center of 
the hall of the Westbourne 
Studios. Tina really tried to 
make the show a big success 
which hundreds of people took 
part in showing interest for the 
variety of works presented and 
for the live tattooing part with 




which the art gallery regulars usually 
don't come into contact with. From my 
point of view, being able to come into 
contact with such a number of people 
out of the tattoo world and show how 
tattoo is more than just fashion, trends, 
soccer players and reality shows, was 
the real strong point. Just as showing 
the works that every real custom artist, 
regardless of the style - newskool, 
oldschool, Japanese or black work - 
must face daily, and how many of us are 
not simply craftsmen but also artists 
constantly looking for ideas, shapes and 
inspiration. 



ALSO THE IDEA OF JOINING 
TATTOOISTS AND OTHER ARTISTS 
WAS VERY INTERESTING. . . 

I think having artists who are not 
tattooists was interesting as a 
comparison between two different 
worlds and that today intertwine one 
with the other in equal ways. It was 
an exceptional experience for me, a 
chance to have here in London paintings 
from colleagues that I admire a lot and 
people I didn't know before. I thank 
Tina for this collaboration and her 
professionalism which really gave me 
a lot and all the people involved, from 
the artists (tattooists and other) to the 
collaborators of the gallery and of 
Jolie Rouge, for the mega and ongoing 
support.

Capt. Don Leslie is one of the last members of that group of circus artists who performed 
in circuses and fairs around Curcpe and the United States with their bodies entirely covered with 
tattoos from the nineteenth century up to the mid twentieth century and at the same time he even 
tattooed people from the audience who asked him. At the end of World War 2 there were so many 
injured soldiers that the freak shows were considered disrespectful and they basically disappeared 
from circuses along with the "mo6t tattooed men and women in the world" that had attracted lots of 
people up to that moment And thanks to them tattoo culture spread around Europe and the United 

States and the first tattoo shops were opened by sailors mainly in sea towns. 





e was born in 
Cambridge 
(Massachusetts) 
on December 26, 
1937, at 15 Leslie 
ran away from 
home to follow the circus, but soon 
afterwards he was found by the police 
and sent back home. The following year 
he ran away again, but never returned. 
He followed the circus until he turned 18 
and then joined the Navy. After finishing 
service he returned to the circus and 
stayed for 55 years.

In 1952, still a child, Capt. Don Leslie 
decided that he wanted to be in the 
circus. At the beginning he was a Pony 
Boy (he took children for pony rides) 
and the 'Candy Butcher' (he cut candies 
from large caramelized sugar blocks), 
after he became a good fire eater, sword

"... My tattoos mean lots of 
different things to me, they 



represent the idea that 
would like others to have 
of me and they remind me 
of personal things that 
only I know of. Each one 
tells a story. Sometimes 
the thing I wanted to say 
with a tattooed design 
wasn't expressed clearly, 
so I would cover it with 
another tattoo closer 
to the truth. I choose 
the drawings of my 
tattoo calmly trying to 
be as much as possible 
in contact with my 
conscience. My tattoos are 
me, myself."... 




After Capt. Don retired, to supplement his fixed income he 
painted these 'Tattooed Women and banners. Electric Innie Lee 
& I sold raffie tickets for them at Bert Rodriguez's Tattoos & 
Blues Conventions in Santa Rosa, California for 10 years. 
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Lee Roy Minugh tattooed the 'Rock of Ages' on Cape's back. In 1 955 
they were the only two people they knew of who had 'Rock of Ages'

"... I was 15 years old and I was 
traveling with the Ringling Bros 
And Barnum & Bailey Circus when 
decided to go to town and get my 
first tattoo. Carroll Nightingale was 
an old paranoid: it wasn't easy to get 
into his shop, there was a metal gate 
locked with a key, you had to ring the 
bell, he looked at you and if he liked 
you he would open the gate. Inside a 
wall separated the waiting area from 
the work area. This partition wall was 
almost as high as the eye could see 
so you could see him at work through 
the iron bars that connected the wall 
to the ceiling: basically he worked in 
a cage that separated him from his 
customers who flipped through his 
portfolios. 

When I walked in he asked me how 
old I was: "Eighteen - he said - you 
are a liar! ... Sit down!" In reality he 
just wanted to let me know that I 
could not fool him, then everything 
went well. We immediately hit it off. 
He smoked continuously - even while 
he was tattooing - a pipe like the one 
Sherlock Holmes used." 
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In 1953 Capt. Don Leslie met Betty 
Broadbent who worked for the 
Cristiani Circus. When they met he 
had a broken jaw blocked by iron 
wire: he was drunk and behaved 
poorly. He received a lesson from 
her that he never forgot. From 
then on Betty was like a mother to 
him, maternal and protective but 
also a guide who taught him good 
manners with people and how to 
behave properly at work. 



Charlie Rurke, Betty's husband, 
ventriloquist and manager of the 
Cristiani Brother Circus Sideshow 
gave Don Leslie the nickname 
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of Captain Donald Leslie". 
The meeting with Betty and the 
decision that he would become the 
tattooed attraction in the circus all 
happened at once. 
...Lee Roy had just opened his 
tattoo shop in Los Angeles, 
he hadn't been tattooing from 
some time and needed some 
skin to practice on. We agreed 
on a modest price per week and 
the promise that I would always 
mention his name during my 



shows, in exchange for this Lee 
would have tattooed my entire "body 
suit" so that I could perform in the 
season of '56 with the Cristiani Bros 
Circus. Lee Roy was very impressed 
by the fact that I was a sword 
swallower. He introduced me to a 
young tattooist, Lyle Tuttle who was 
getting some of his tattoos touched 
up, they were 20-30 years old. 
At the same time he was getting his 
body suit finished in Bert Grimm's 
shop: he was getting tattooed by Bert 
Grimm and Bobby Shaw. 
Bert's studio was on Long Beach 
Pike and Lyle opened his on a nearby 
street. Lyle was very fascinated by 
the fact that I was a sword swallower 
and we made a deal: he would tattoo 
me and I would teach him how to 



swallow swords. 




In 1961 Capt. Don Leslie opened 
his first tattoo studio in Key West, 
Florida. One night he tattooed the 
drawing of a couple doing 69/96 on 
the arm of a young sailor. 
Back on the ship the young sailor 
put the tattoo in the sun and it 
became very swollen. He had to get 
it checked by a doctor and the doctor 

asked him who tattooed it. 
The day after he was arrested 
and accused of damaging the 
property of the US army, of 
drawing an obscene tattoo on 
a young man and of tattooing 
without a proper license. 
The mother was able to find 
a lawyer who convinced the 
authorities to withdraw the 
accusations if he went to court 
in Florida. Given that at the 
time in Florida there were no 
laws on tattooing, the court 
dropped all accusations and 
he was set free. 



Capt. Don Leslie also wrote 
twenty-five songs on tattoos 
collected on a record and then 
a CD. One of his songs speaks 
about the tattooing machine,

tattoo family, the tattoo community 
welcomes all those who have a 
tattoo, if he wants it or not; the tattoo 
family welcomes people who are 
well aware of what the tattoo world 
is. Tattooing doesn't mean putting 
pigment on skin, it also means 
where we come from, and how long 
we have been on the earth. Our 
primitive ancestors were tattooed, 
the ancestors of those who are not 
tattooed today were also tattooed, 
whether we like it or not." 



Capt Don Leslie died in 2007.

was born in Buenos Aires, and I 
currently work at Rubi's Atomic 
Tattoo (Barcelona) and I work 
with Javi Castano, Carolina Angel 
and Alvaro "Llorar", with one 
of the most innovative studios 
in Barcelona, the Barcelona Electric. 
This series of flash was designed for 
the past edition of the convention held 
in Barna. I wanted to offer a taste 
of Japanese iconography which is 
really interesting for me as concerns 
aesthetics and in many cases, for its 
symbolic meaning, even though I don't 



have a deep knowledge of this style. 
For creating the designs I studied 
illustrations, drawings and tattoos 
made by the Japanese masters, but 
also popular Japanese stories were 
very important given I prefer those 
linked to the animal and super-natural 
world. I designed this flash thinking of 
the uniqueness of each image, in order 
to give ideas to small tattoo collectors, 
given that during conventions I like to 
create pieces that can be finished in 
just one session, and I like working 
on bigger tattoos in the studio, which

He fjrowned with disgust. The 
indescribable red mush stained 
the heel of his shoes. I immediately 
thought about those boots, a pair 
of snake leather Durango! They had 
cost me a lot. To get those fucking 
boots I had to risk my own lite... I 
only had one thing left now. the 
electric chair, the gas chamber or 
the lethal injection. 



Everything started a few months 
earlier, in a village on the road 
between Austin and Laredo, not far 
from the Mexican border, during a 
risky trip across the United States. I 
got ted up with Newycrk. Too many 
disappointments, too much pain, 
unbearable memories... Livia left me 
without saying a word, without any 
explanations. For a tew weeks I had 
coped pretty well, then one day, I 
said that's enough: I had closed the 
studio, took my tattooing machines, 
ab ox ot inks and needles, a couple 
sets ot flash and a folder with 
the tattoos I was most proud of. / 
decided to drive across the country 
on my '76 Mustang Shelby, a solitary 
traveller with a suitcase full ot 
despair... 

Cncinal! I remembered the name ot 
that dusty village not tar from San 
Antonio. Basically a ghost town, 
where I had tound that incredible 
little store. I was locking tor a bar 
to quench my thirst and soothe my 
irritated throat from the sand that I 
had swallowed all day long. 

I had been drawn by the window, 
smudged with grease and dirt, 
behind which you could barely see 
the objects, clothes, shoes, take 
Indian tetish and other little things 
all made out ot snake skin. The sign 
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luarnld the passer-by s: Super snake 
joe, iMth red and gold letters, 
painmd on a simple wooden table 
beat Op by the dry wind 
ot themesert. Pushed by curiosity, I 
walkey, in... 



The inside was exactly as I had 
imagined. An incredible contusion! 
I could hardly see the objects. 
The entire store was fairly dark. 
I stopped and squinted my eyes. 
Unusual smells reached my nostrils. 
The store smelled like formaldehyde 
and old dust. I walked around. It 
was all a mess; I had to make my 
way through a pile of vests, jackets, 
boots and bunches of rattlesnake 
tails that rang like little bells when 
I touched them. The shelves that 
ran along the walls were filled with 
glasses with some strange fluid 
inside with rattlesnakes wrapped 
around themselves floating in it. 
Not far there were packages of dry 
snake skin, that were waiting to be 
transformed in clothes, shoes or 
other things. 

«Anybcdy there?», I asked, crushed 
by that dark and dusty atmosphere. 
I heard a dull sound. It sounded 
like it was coming from the back of 
that strange store. I stopped and 
listened. After holding my breath 
for a bit I heard a heavy noise of 
feet dragging on the floor. I thought: 
«Must be a big guy!». 
Behind a super crammed shelf I 
could see a large figure. I thought 
the head of the shop owner touched 
the ceiling and that his large body 
occupied all the space available. 
«yes», he said, «Whc's there?». 
Impressed by the size of the guy who 
was coming closer as if he walked on 
quick sand, I started shaking. I said: 
«I saw a pair of snake skin boots in 
the window and I would like to...» 
I wasn't able to finish the sentence. 
The shop owner stood right in front 
of me. I suddenly felt very small, 
miserable. 

«ycu like those boots, right!» 

It wasn't a question but a statement. 

I timidly nodded. 

«I don't sell anything to strangers! ». 



«Hmm... Now that we have met», 
said the strange shop owner, «I 
have to show you my treasures». 
The sound of his words reached 
my eyes like filtered by a mix a of 
strange noises that echoed in my 
head. I was almost unconscious. I 
locked at the four bottles of that 
strange liquor the giant shop owner 
forced me to drink. 
«you look like a nice guy», he said 
sitting in a rocking chair on the 
other side of the table. «J/ou like 
to drink and you are no longer a 
stranger, now that you told me all 
about your self». 
I shook my head. I tried to push 
away the fog that was making me 
dizzy. I tried to get up. I had to 
hold on to the table not to fall on 
the floor. «Shit...I am drunk». Very 
carefully and slowly I took a step 
forward trying to follow the giant 
that was walking to the back of the 
store, asking me to follow him. 
«So you are a tattcoist...». 
It wasn't a question. He just simply 
said it out loud. 

Totally confused, I followed him. 
I held onto all the shelves I could 
reach not to fall. 

«A tattocist, interesting! », shouted 
the giant opening the door. 
A flash of light hit my eyes. I 
covered my eyes with my forearm. 
«So what do you think?». 
The giant' voice came from a 
strange figure, worn by the 
violence of that powerful light. 
I could hear the boring noise of 
a generator, that was needed to 
produce such a light. 
I was in a giant hangar, like a 
greenhouse. Besides the sunlight 
that was filtering through the 
windows, some reflectors sent 
a bright light on a stretch of red 
sand, yellow rock and several 
cactus plants that formed an 
incredible scenario in that large 
natural greenhouse. The giant, 
basically, had recreated a piece of 
desert in his own home! 
The horrible cactus liquor that the 
guy had made me drink made me 
dizzy. Waves of madness violently 
hit the rock of neurons in my 
brain. I couldn't see clearly. I felt 
nauseous. 

Squeezing my eyelids and trying 
real hard I was able to see, 
behind the glass wall, an unusual 
movement of things that made 
me freeze. There in the middle 
of the plants I saw the snakes. 
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That incredible sandy area had 
hundreds, maybe thousands of 
reptile*. Some, wrapped around 
themselves, kept warm under the 
lights and the sun that came in 
through the windows; others traced 
strange messages in the sand as 
quick as lightening. 
Cver since I was a child, I had 
always been afraid of snakes. 
A sort of) phobia, an irrational 
Reeling. Whenever I saw one my 
stomach twisted, I became like 
stone. This obsession, along with 
the alcohol, not to mention I felt 
drunk, left me petrified. 
«Now that you are here, I want you 
to make the dream of a lifetime 
come true: I want to be tattooed 
so that I look like my dear pets. 
My entire body! I want lots of 
scales just like them, smooth and 
powerful like theirs, you are going 
to make me into a rattlesnake and 
...finally I can live with them!». 
The words of this strange guy were 
like filtered through this think 
tog; it was as if he were dozens 
of} meters away from me. Then 
unexpectedly, the sense of what he 
was saying suddenly was clear. I 
tried to protest: 
you are crazy. I can't do it!» 
In exchange», he continued 
without even thinking about my 
protests, «you will get the boots 
you like, without having to pay tor 
them. A glfth. 

I said no with my head, but before 
I could say anything, before 1 could 
refuse the offer, he added: 
«you can get anything you want 
from my shop, you can have it 
all!».

Basically I couldn't say anything 
anymore. 

«l'll give you everything!». 
I tried: 

«When I walked in here I just wanted 
to know the price of those boots... I 
just wanted you to tell me how much 
they cost, to know if I had enough 
money to buy them...» 
«£ncugh, they are yours... and the 
rest of the store too, if you want it!». 



I must admit I really didn't have to 
think about it much. It was a great 
deal. Those great boots, I really 
wanted them... so badly. I accepted. 
I still hadn't realized the work that 
was ahead of me. I understood it 
only when I started drawing the 
different parts of the body. My head 
was giving me problems. How could 
I draw a rattlesnake head on that 
crazy guy? 



I had spent days and nights drawing 
the scales on the different parts 
of the body. The shop owner had 
prepared a studio in a room right by 
the greenhouse, then he went I don't 
know where to buy all I needed for 
the tattoo. I worked without stepping 
and couldn't help but think about 
all those reptiles in the sand, under 
the bright light of the reflectors, not 
far from us. I was praying that the 
area with the snakes was perfectly 
closed off. I often shock thinking 
about that those ugly animals 
could creep into the room through 



the cracks, move under my drawing 
table and bite my calf or ankle. I 
was in a state of constant anxiety... 



Captured by the passion for the 
drawing, I didn't even realize how 
fast time was going. I stayed in 
my studio, in front of the large 
windows. It was like drawing cut 
in the middle of a desert. The heat 
was suffocating and I drank a lot. 
My bizarre guest regularly came 
by with drinks that I couldn't even 
figure out, I didn't know where they 
came from or what they were. I was 
completely cut from morning to 
night. Completely cut of my mind. 



Actually, I didn't 
even know 
what planet 
I was 
on any 
longer, I 
travelled 
through 
the entire 
galaxy... 
Most of the 
time I was 
completely 
drunk... 
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The most difficult thing was the 
complicated drawing of} the scales 
of the rattlesnakes. They were 
before my eyes all day long, damn 
rattle&nakes they moved around on 
the other side of the glass staring 
at me with their eyes circled in a 
fierce red color. As time went by I 
started to think that the snakes were 
trying to memorize my throat. The 
more time passed the more snakes 
arrived. They all locked the same. 
They were just a moving bunch 
of animals from which a head 
occasionally popped up and locked 
my way, in a cold way like death 
and this made me shake. 



Drawing the head was really 
difficult. Even if) the strange shop 
owner had a triangular and bcney 
head, I really had to sweat my 
shirt off to draw a convincing 
transformation. In the end I realized 
that despite the fever and my 
being drunk, I managed to make 
something fairly realistic. I was 
ready. I told my guest. 



It was a terrible job! I spent hours 
and hours getting his legs, back, 
buttocks, chest and face tattooed 
(this was the most difficult part) 
with irregular lines, almost like 
pixels, all black, to make them lock 
like scales. I had lost track of time. 
Afterwards I started coloring: hues 
that went from brown-red to white 
sand, scale after scale. 



The days went by. I constantly 
punched my customer's skin from 
morning to night before dropping 
dead tired in bed, drunk from work 
and strange liquors. My universe 
was confined to that little room 
filled with rattlesnakes and the wall 
I felt my head heavy with fog. My 
strange patient didn't speak a word, 
not a complaint. He just wanted to 
drink his cactus liquor in silence. 



As my worked progressed, I felt 
like I was in front of a reptile. It 
locked pretty good. Every time he 
locked himself in the mirror he had 
specifically hung on the wall, he felt 
satisfied. He felt mesmerized by his 
own reflection. We didn't even speak 



to each other anymore. We were both 
nervous, obsessed, completely mad. 



When I had finished, the guy really 
locked like a rattlesnake. He gave me 
the boots, the object of my desire. 
He gave them to me without saying 
a word, then he went towards the 
snakes and walked in. he laid down 
in the sand, then he curled around 
a cactus. He started to move like a 
snake. He moved towards the bunch 
of snakes and disappeared covered 
by the snakes. I kept hearing their 
rattling tails moving nervously. 



Through the glass wall, I saw the 
snakes move towards the door that 
had been left open. An ugly moving 
group of snakes. Dark, horrible 
bunch... I could just hear their 
rattling tails... in that confusion I 
couldn't even spot the shape of the 
person I had transformed into a 
snake. 

Scared I ran through the dark store 
holding my boots. When I stepped 
cut I hear somebody yell. An cruel 
sound that sounded like never- 
ending and that followed me for a 
while as I was running towards the 
country border... 



Laredo... the Mexican border. I 
was waiting for this as a sort of 
liberation from all my nightmares, 
all my ghosts that followed me 
around, finally I was here... 
handcuffs on my wrists, crushed 
between two giant policemen. 
They captured me while I was 
sleeping on a rock on the desert. 
Too bad! Now I'm locked in this 
dirty cell. I'm waiting to be taken to 
Austin for... 



Someone had seen me go in and 
witnessed against me. And since I 
was wearing those damn boots, the 
judge believed I had killed the guy to 
steal the boots. Let me tell you: bad 
luck! 

They gave me the death sentence. 
If only I could sleep. But the picture 
of those rattlesnakes everywhere 
just haunts me. I can even hear 
the sound of their damn tails. 
Unbearable... and the irony of all 
this: they took my boots away. «J/ou 
won't need these where you are 
gcing», said the policeman smiling. 



They are transferring me tomorrow. 
Destination: the death row. The 
policeman just told me smiling. I 
immediately noticed the bastard was 
wearing my boots!
